Art the authorities themselves admit that this low figure includes even the 
property which was stolen but which the thieves could not carry away. There 
is another fact in connection with the valuation of stolen property, of which the 
higher police authorities are not Fis bably aware. In appraising: property which 
has been stolen, the value of gold is calculated at Rs. 4 per éola, and that of silver 
at 2annas per fola. But in appraising recovered pr Spery gold is valued at 
Rs. 20 per éola, and silver at not less than Re, 1 per é 

The result of police investigation in dacoity and murder cases was not more 
satisfactory. Government knows all this, and reviews the police administration 
report every year, but does nothing to remedy the defect. 

It is now clear that the numerical weakness of the Bengal Police seriously 
affects its ergs: 5 Last year Government paid Rs, 52,25,000 as salaries to 
the men and officers employed in this department, but of this, only 
Rs, 17,19,482, or yea went to pay the salaries of the men employed in the 
real police work of preventing crime and tracing criminals. Two-thirds of the 
whole amount was, therefore, drawn by the police, whose duty it was merely to 
superintend, to remain as a reserve for keeping the peace, and to keep watch 
and ward. The administration of India is, in fact, now reduced to only one 
of superintendence and supervision.

increased rights and privileges. But they have been disappointed, and not 
only have they not gained any additional privileges, but even those rights and 
wers which they had possessed for a long time past have been taken away. 
he passing of the Calcutta Municipal Act, the withdrawal of the privilege of 
iollows for the Calcutta University, and, lastly, the reconstitution of the 


electing f 
Central Text-Book Committee, are all cases in which the powers and privileges 
of the natives of the country have beencurtailed. As regards this last measure, 
we do not know whether the Lieutenant-Governor had anything to do with it, 
whether the new rules relating to Text-Book Committees have originated with 
His Honour, or are the outcome of orders issued by superior authority. If 

His Honour be their author, they are not likely to increase his good name. 
The rules will bring about a revolution in the system of vernacular education, 
but we have grave doubts as to whether that revolution will prove beneficial. 
In the matter of selecting text-books, the decision of the Director of Public 
Instruction will be final, and when he rejects a book, he will not be bound to 


let the public know why he rejects it, or on whose opinion expressed after an 


examination of the book his rejection was based. Of course, repository of all 
learning and wisdom as he must be presumed to be, it would be fully and 
impertinence to question the soundness of his decision. 

There can be no objection to all Government schools which are its own 
roperty, as well as all aided schools which receive from it money grants, being 
rought under the operation of the new rules, but why shoul they be made 

applicable to private schools also? What have the managers of such schools 
done, so far as the selection of the text-books read therein is concerned, that 
it should be deemed necessary to punish them so severely? So far as the 
selection of text-books to be used in such schools and the mode of teaching that 
should be introduced in them is concerned, Government bas, as it is desirable 
that it should have, nothing to do with the matter, though, of course, there 
would be scope for official interference if it were proved that any book was 
being used in a private school which was objectionable on moral, political, or 
other grounds. But no such case has yet come to public notice. It is a pity 
that the Government does not see that it would be best to leave the selection of 
text-books in the hands of the managers of the schools, who are all educated and 
clever men, whose judgment can be safely relie€ on. Under the new rules 
the Director will be the absolute master of the situation. He will nominate the 
members of the Committee, and be their President. The Committee will 
simply cry. ditto to him. It is clear that the members will very rarely 

protest either against his approval or condemnation of a book. : cea

The boon of a filtered wate 
supply we enjoy through the munificence of the late Nawab Sir Abdul Gunniy. 
For this real benefit the age od of Dacca bless the memory ‘of his father with 
every cup of water they drink. Then, again, for want of a sufficient number 
of mehters, night-soil is not removed from many latrines even once a week. 
If a donation of four lakhs be made, from the interest of it a large gang of 
mehters may be maintained in addition to the present conservancy staff of the 
municipality, and a real grievance of the people be removed. The drainage 
system of the town may also be vastly improved with such a princely donation. 
In many other ways Dacca we J be improved if a person in the position of the 
Nawab wishes to spend four lakhs for its improvement. OR 
No one wants electric lighting, but the sanitary improvements are ntly 
needed. To speak of luxury to a man starving is bitter mockery, no doubt. 
Perhaps for the scant ‘consideration which was, ere long, so foolishly shown to 
the feelings o& the Nawab by the municipality, he is not favourably dis 
towards it. So‘he does not like to take upon himself the task of discharging 
any of those.duties which legitimately belong to the municipality. If this 
surmise be true, then let all the people of Dacca unite and apologise for that 
hasty action of our whilom city-fathers.

When the women become enciente, an attempt is 
first made to bring about a miscarriage. lf that fails, pregnancy is allowed to 
advance, and the woman gives birth toa child. ‘The woman who thus bears a 
child to a European loses her caste. She is thenceforward neither a Hindu, nor 
a Musalman, nor a Christian. So long as the European remains in the garden, 
some sort of provision is made forher own and her children’s maintenance. 
But all connection with the European ceases as soon as he goes away elsewhere. 
The woman then finds herself in a most helpless condition, She isan out- 
cast, and has nobody to look to her even in illness. 
This is an evil which calls for prompt remedy. In the first place, raw and 
unmarried youths should not be allowed to be appointed as managers of tea- 
ardens. in the second place, any manager of a tea-garden who keeps an 
Fodion concubine should be van der’ to take the whole charge of her children’s’ 
maintenance and make adequate provision for their maintenance and education 
after he has left the garden. So long us some such provisions are not embodied 
in the law, adultery in the tea-gardens will not cease, und the number of ruined 
women and helpless children there will go on increasing.
